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WHITE  HORSE  TAVERN 

One  of  Bedford's  famous  old  landmarks,  located  at  the 
junction  of  River  Road  (Route  3)  and  Meeting  House  Road, 
this  beautiful  example  of  Colonial  Architecture  was  built  about 
1790  by  Capt.  Thomas  Chandler.  While  it  was  not  the  first 
Tavern  or  House  of  Entertainment,  as  they  were  called  in 
those  days,  it  was  one  of  the  best  known  and  best  kept  hostel- 
ries  of  its  time. 

Before  the  railroad  was  built,  stage  travelers  to  Boston  from 
Concord  and  the  North,  as  well  as  teamsters,  who  summer 
and  winter  traveled  the  River  Road  to  Boston  heavily  loaded 
on  wheels  or  sleds,  would  stop  a  bit  early,  or  travel  a  little 
longer  to  stay  the  night  with  Capt.  Chandler  at  the  White 
Horse  Tavern.  He  was  known  as  a  "strictly  honest  landlord" 
and  not  only  set  an  excellent  table,  but  also  provided  a  com- 
fortable tavern  room  where  the  best  of  wines  and  liquors  were 
available  to  weary  travelers. 

Among  the  many  notables  entertained  at  this  famous  old 
inn,  was  President  Andrew  Jackson  and  members  of  his  cab- 
inet, who  stopped  here  in  June  1833.  His  party  included  Mar- 
tin Van  Buren,  Secretary  of  State,  who  was  elected  President 
three  years  later,  Lewis  Cass,  Secretary  of  War,  Levi  Wood- 
bury of  Francestown,  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  later  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  for  Presidents  Jackson  and  Van  Buren, 
and  Amos  Kendall,  Postmaster  General. 

The  House  is  now  occupied  by  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Peter  C.  Crafts 
and  their  family,  where  they  are  engaged  in  the  operation  of 
one  of  the  largest  Turkey  Farms  in  the  Northeast.  Now 
threatened  with  destruction  to  provide  right-of-way  for  the 
new  by-pass  road,  Bedford  as  well  as  New  Hampshire  stands 
to  lose  a  landmark  rich  in  the  history  and  tradition  of  the 
Foundino-  Fathers.

FOREST  FIRE  REPORT 

New  Hampshire  faces  a  continuing  challenge  in  its  forest 
fire  problem — 97  percent  of  all  our  forest  fires  being  man- 
caused  and  preventable — a  serious  indictment  of  interest  in 
our  own  welfare  and  that  of  our  neighbor.  Both  the  State  and 
the  towns  are  striving  diligently  to  effectively  meet  the  chal- 
lenge through  education  of  the  public  to  the  threat  fire  pre- 
sents to  our  woodlands ;  by  maintaining  a  well  trained  corps 
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of  wardens  and  deputy  wardens  in  every  community  and  by 
providing  ample  opportunity  for  all  who  wish  to  dispose  of 
unwanted  waste  materials.  Careless  and  perverseness,  how- 
ever, continue  to  be  the  big  hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly  discarded  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  from  moving  vehicles,  by  hikers,  hunters  and  fisher- 
men; careless  burning  of  debris  during  hazardous  periods  in 
dangerous  locations ;  illegal  burning ;  improperly  extinguished 
debris,  camp  and  cook  fires — all  result  in  serious  loss  of  prop- 
erty disruption  of  industry  and  farm  work  and  unnecessary 
expenditure  of  town  and  state  funds. 

To  meet  the  challenge  successfully,  the  state,  your  commu- 
nity and  your  local  forest  fire  warden  need  YOUR  thought- 
ful and  cooperative  effort — The  rules  are  simple. 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home — use  your  town  dump  and  avoid  all 
fire  problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit  from 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow.  Permits  are  required  for  open  debris 
fires,  home  incinerators,  outdoor  fire  places  and  camp 
fires.  Your  warden  is  instructed  to  permit  burning  if 
weather  conditions,  site  and  type  of  burning  are  safe. 

3.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material — cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches — are  completely  out  before  discarding  them.  Use 
ash  trays  in  automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  your  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires  are 
completely  out  before  leaving  them. 

5.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning 
requirements. 

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and  aid 
him  to  extinguish  it. 
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REMEMBER — the  fire  you  prevent  might  be  the  one  which 
could  burn  YOUR  property.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE 

June  of  this  past  year  saw  several  of  the  Welfare  Team  of 
the  Bedford  Civil  Defense  Unit,  in  company  with  the  Bedford 
Director,  attend  a  County  Civil  Defense  Meeting  iheld  in 
Nashua,  another  County  Meeting  was  held  in  September  also 
attended  by  your  Director,  at  both  these  meetings  the  purpose 
and  planning  of  the  N.H.  Survival  Project  was  presented  and 
explained  by  Admiel  Brinkmann,  N.H.  CD.  Director,  and  his 
assistant  Mr.  Bourassa.  Definite  information  for  each  town 
will  be  the  ultimate  outcome  of  this  survey,  giving  the  skeleton 
information  as  to  vulnerability  and  all  assets  which  will  have 
bearing  on  the  planning  of  an  adequate  CD  Plan  for  the 
Town.  This  information  it  is  hoped,  may  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  local  Directors  sometime  early  in  1958. 
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The  tentative  plans  to  purchase  Communication  equipment 
enabling  Bedford  to  go  on  the  CD.  RACES  radio  band  have 
been  held  in  abeyance,  waiting  for  the  completion  of  the  Sur- 
vival Plan,  definitely  locating  the  Hillsboro  Communication 
Center,  tentatively  suggested  for  Bedford.  The  purchase  of 
this  equipment  will  enable  the  Town  to  communicate  with 
other  towns  and  Concord  in  case  of  Enemy  attack,  or  a  nat- 
ural disaster  which  might  take  electrical  as  well  as  telephone 
equipment  out  of  service. 

Admiral  Brinkmann  suggests  that  the  population  of  Bedford 
prepare  to  evacuate  because  of  its  proximity  to  Manchester, 
Grenier  Air  Base  and  the  new  Newington  Air  Base,  because 
the  town  lines  lie  within  the  probably  disaster  areas.  Partic- 
ular planning  by  the  School  Board  and  PTAs  with  the  Teach- 
ing Staff  and  Local  CD  Director  is  urged  because  the  school 
buses  are  unable  to  transport  the  local  school  children  and 
their  teachers  with  needed  equipment  on  one  trip — auxilliary 
equipment  must  be  included  in  planning  a  rapid  complete 
evacuation  of  the  children. 

First  Aid  classes  are  being  held,  for  adults  as  well  as  the 
8th  grade  children.  A  Radiological  Detection  Class  is  tenta- 
tively scheduled  for  April  and  must  have  twenty  students  en- 
rolled before  classes  can  be  definitely  determined.  Radiological 
Detection  equipment  will  be  given  to  the  town  and  main- 
tained by  the  State  CD  agency,  when  this  class  is  completed. 
The  Bedford  CD.  Director  has  requested  to  be  released 
from  his  duties  because  of  pressure  of  other  work,  anyone  in- 
terested in  this  important  civic  work  please  contact  the  Select- 
men.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
BEDFORD  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

During  the  year  1957,  the  trustees  of  the  Bedford  Public 
Library  have  met  seven  times  in  regular  meetings.  Every  ef- 
fort has  been  made  by  them  for  the  careful  expenditure  of 
the  town's  appropriation,  to  provide  adequate  maintenance  and 
improvement  of  the  building  as  well  as  library  service  to  the 
townspeople.  We  consider  the  tremendous  increase  in  circu- 
lation of  books  and  magazines  during  the  year  is  an  evidence 
of  our  interest  and  that  of  our  librarians. 

On  June  7,  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Allen  F.  King  due  to 
poor  health,  was  accepted.  For  twenty-three  years  Mrs.  King 
served  the  librarv  and  townspeople,  and  leaves  a  tradition  of 
unstinted,  unselfish  devotion.  A  person  of  keen  intellect  and 
humor,  steeped  in  Bedford's  historical  background,  she  is 
loved  and  admired  by  all  who  know  her. 

Also  on  June  7,  Mrs.  Frances  M.  Wiggin  was  appointed 
librarian.  In  1946,  as  Frances  Miltimore,  Mrs.  Wiggin  began 
her  work  in  the  library  as  assistant  to  Mrs.  King ;  when  Mrs. 
King  became  ill  in  October,  1956,  she  became  acting  librarian. 
The  trustees  feel  that  much  of  the  increased  library  circula- 
tion is  due  to  the  interest  Mrs.  Wiggin  evidences  in  all  phases 
of  her  library  work. 

In  December,  1957,  Mrs.  Byron  Peck  was  appointed  assis- 
tant librarian. 

The  bookmobile  service  offered  by  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Library  Extension  staff  has  given  our  library  the  loan 
of  many  hundreds  of  books  during  the  year.  Mrs.  Richard 
Sanborn  of  the  above  staff  gave  considerable  time  without 
charge  in  helping  Mrs.  Wiggin  cull  out-of-circulation  books 
from  the  shelves. 
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The  trustees  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  many  donors  of 
books  and  magazines  offered  throughout  the  year. 

Announcements  of  new  books  and  other  items  of  library 
interest  have  been  published  by  the  trustees  about  once  a 
month  in  the  Manchester  Union-Leader. 

A  valuable  case  of  mounted  birds  from  the  estate  of  the 
late  Charles  H.  Fulton  was  presented  to  the  library  in  No- 
vember, 1957,  by  Mr.  Fulton's  sister,  Mrs.  Allen  F.  King. 

In  addition  of  maintenance  repairs,  the  following  improve- 
ments to  the  property  have  been  made :  new  lights  have  been 
installed  in  the  main  room  and  a  large  desk  made  and  installed 
for  the  librarians'  use.  A  sign  displaying  the  hours  at  which 
the  library  is  open  was  made  and  donated. 

Next  year  the  library  building  must  be  painted,  the  wiring 
improved  and,  if  we  are  to  keep  pace  with  the  increased  cir- 
culation of  books  and  magazines,  more  will  have  to  be  pur- 
chased. We  assure  the  townspeople  we  shall  make  every  ef- 
fort for  wise  expenditures  of  the  town's  appropriation.

REPORT  OF  THE  BEDFORD  SCHOOL  BOARD 

In  September  of  1957  it  was  necessary  to  reopen  the  Don- 
ald Street  School  due  to  the  increase  in  enrollment.  The  Third 
Grade  with  Mrs.  Marilyn  Guillemette  and  Mrs.  Violet  Wilk 
as  teachers  occupy  this  building.  Next  year  the  School  Board 
is  planning  on  using  the  basement  classroom  at  the  Stevens- 
Buswell  for  one  Third  Grade,  the  other  Third  Grade  will  be 
at  the  Peter-Woodbury  School  and  the  Fifth  Grade  will  be 
at  the  Donald  Street  School. 

Last  Summer  work  was  started  on  the  baseball  diamond  at 
the  Bedford  Memorial  School  and  will  be  completed  in  the 
Spring.  The  School  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  Bedford  Fire 
Department  for  their  assistance  in  burning  the  brush. 

The  Activities  Room  at  the  Bedford  Memorial  School  cer- 
tainly has  been  a  great  asset  to  the  Town,  both  athletically 
and  socially  and  our  sincere  thanks  go  to  the  Teachers  who 
have  given  so  much  of  their  time  to  see  that  our  children  have 
had  proper  supervision  both  during  school  hours  and  after 
class.

The  School  Board  will  resume  the  painting  program  again 
this  year  and  two  classrooms  at  the  Bedford  Memorial  School 
will  be  painted.  The  Board  feels  that  by  resuming  this  paint- 
ing program  and  painting  two  classrooms  each  year  that  our 
buildings  will  be  kept  in  the  best  of  condition.  We  are  also 
planning  on  painting  the  outside  of  the  Peter-Woodbury 
School. 

We  have  purchased  mats  for  the  walls  in  the  Activities' 
Room  at  the  Bedford  Memorial  School  as  a  safeguard  against 
injury  to  any  of  the  students  playing  basketball  and  similar1 
games.  Chair  racks  were  also  purchased  for  the  Bedford  Me- 
morial School  and  six  lunch  tables  were  purchased  for  use 
at  the  Donald  Street  School.  Asphalt  tile  was  installed  in  the 
kitchen  at  the  Stevens-Buswell  School  which  adds  greatly  to 
the  appearance.  The  roof  at  the  Peter-Woodbury  School  was 
recovered.  Before  School  commenced  in  September  the  Don- 
ald Street  School  was  painted  on  the  outside  and  the  walls 
and  floors  of  the  basement  were  painted. 

We  are  very  fortunate  in  having  Janitors  who  are  really 
interested  in  our  School  Buildings  and  they  are  to  be  com- 
mended on  the  excellent  job  they  are  doing.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

The  following  report  is  offered  by  the  special  committee 
which  was  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  article  in  the 
1957  School  District  warrant  as  follows :  "To  see  if  the  Dis- 
trict will  vote  to  set  up  a  committee  to  study  the  various  pos- 
sible solutions  to  the  secondary  school  problem,  this  commit- 
tee to  report  to  the  District.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  5 
members,  1  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  1  from  the  Budget 
Committee,  1  from  the  Planning  Board  and  2  from  the  PTA, 
elected  from  and  by  the  members  of  each  organization." 

Primary  emphasis  is  placed  upon  school  building  needs 
rather  than  on  an  evaluation  of  the  educational  offerings  of 
the  schools.  However,  since  the  school  plant  is  built  to  house 
a  school  program  much  as  a  home  is  designed  to  house  the 
activities  which  a  family  needs  to  practice,  some  considera- 
tion of  the  educational  program  is  included.  But  such  a  study 
would  involve  a  far  more  comprehensive  approach  and  treat- 
ment than  is  possible  in  this  report.  However,  the  present 
survey  does  consider  in  general  what  is  required  under  the 
new  minimum  standards  for  secondary  schools  set  up  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education  to  take  effect  in  September 
1958. 

We  have  chosen  to  present  this  survey  in  the  form  of  an- 
swers to  certain  key  questions  which  the  citizens  of  Bedford 
would  need  to  have  discussed  before  an  intelligent  decision  by 
them  could  be  made  as  to  what  action  they  should  take. 

A.  What  is  the  probable  high  school  enrollment  of  Bedford 
in  the  immediate  future? 

Forecasting  at  best  is  a  hazardous  enterprise.  The  predic- 
tions have  been  made  on  the  basis  of  careful  interpretation 
of  existing  data.  Unforeseen  developments  could  overturn 
the  most  intelligent  of  predictive  statements. 

A  study  has  shown  that  in   1962  the  Bedford   secondary 
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school  enrollment  will  be  approximately  225  students.  This 
225  is  based  on  a  present  enrollment  of  195  students  in  the 
5th  through  the  8th  grades  plus  the  normal  increase  as  shown 
by  past  school  records  of  approximately  15%.  The  studies  to 
follow  use  this  pupil  total  and  the  year  1962  in  their  calcula- 
tions. 

B.  What  can  Bedford  afford  to  spend  on  school  building? 
The   assessed   equalized   valuation   of   Bedford   is   $9,609,- 

402.00.  The  Town  can  borrow  4%  of  this  amount  without  a 
special  hearing  and  an  additional  2%  with  a  special  hearing. 
On  the  basis  of  6%  the  total  borrowing  capacity  therefore  is 
$576,564.12.  Bedford  now  has  $126,000.00  of  bonded  debt, 
leaving  the  present  borrowing  capacity  of  $450,564.12. 

C.  What  are  the  new  minimum  standards  set  up  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education  and  how  do  they  affect  Bed- 
ford? 

The  nature  of  the  secondary  school  has  changed  drastical- 
ly in  the  last  25  years  or  so.  At  that  time  high  schools  were 
largely  for  preparing  pupils  for  college  and  the  program  of 
studies  was  developed  within  rather  narrow  lines  relating  to 
this  purpose.  Today  conditions  are  quite  the  reverse.  For 
about  65%  of  the  children  who  attend  high  school  the  edu- 
cation they  receive  there  is  terminal.  Most  of  these  young- 
sters must  rely  on  their  four  years  of  high  school  to  prepare 
them  for  life.  While  the  college  preparatory  part  of  the  pro- 
gram still  represents  academically  the  most  important  function 
perhaps  in  the  minds  of  the  citizens  of  the  community,  actual- 
ly it  comprises  only  a  small  part  of  the  total  offering  of  the 
school.  The  commercial  curriculum,  the  general  curriculum 
and  programs  in  industrial  arts  and  home  economics  must  be 
added. 

The  State  Department  has  this  to  say  about  curriculum: 
"The  minimum  program  of  studies  for  the  last  four  years  of 
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high  school  shall  provide  for  the  following  distribution  of  sub- 
jects from  the  areas  indicated: 

Academic  subjects  20  units 

Vocational  and/or  Practical  Arts  subjects      12  units 


Total  32  units 

Fine  Arts  subjects  3  offerings" 

'It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  these  requirements  are  the 
minimum  and  that  any  high  school  Bedford  might  build  should 
go  considerably  beyond  these  requirements. 

Furthermore,  failure  to  meet  these  minimum  standards 
could  result  in  the  withholding  of  state  aid  and/or  accredita- 
tion. 

D.  What  are  the  various  possible  solutions  to  Bedford's 
secondary  school  problem? 

PRESENT  SYSTEM 
1.  The   present   system   of   sending  tuition   students   to 
Manchester  was  discussed  with  the  Vice-chairman  of  the  Man- 
chester School  Board  and  we  were  given  the  following  infor- 
mation : 

a.  Manchester  will  build  a  new  high  school. 

b.  The  date  of  building  is  undetermined  at  this  time. 

c.  Only  a  senior  high  school  is  presently  being  con- 
sidered. 

d.  Tuition  students  are  being  taken  into  consideration 
in  the  building  program. 

e.  The  tuition  rate  will  probably  be  about  $400. 

f.  At  a  figure  of  $400  the  total  tuition  cost  to  Bed- 
ford in  the  year  1962  would  be  $90,000. 

There  is  one  other  avenue  which  deserves  to  be  explored  in 
the  School  Board's  discussions  with  Manchester  and  that  is 
the  negotiation  of  a  contract  between  the  two.  The  legislature 
has  provided  for  such  an  arrangement.  It  is  in  effect  in  sev- 
eral places  and  still  others  are  considering  it. 
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BEDFORD  HIGH  SCHOOL 

2.  The  committee  investigated  and  discussed  with  the 
State  Department  of  Education  the  possibility  of  building  a 
high  school  in  Bedford.  The  following  are  the  pertinent  facts : 

a.  The    State    Department   of    Education   does   not 
recommend  building  a  high  school  for  less  than  350  students. 

b.  The  small  school  is  seriously  hamperd  in  the  vari- 
ety of  its  offerings  and  in  the  extent  to  which  it  can  adjust  to 
the  special  needs  or  interests  of  individual  pupils.  It  is  always 
faced  with  the  necessity  of  a  careful  choice  of  subject  matter 
fields  to  meet  the  widest  interest  and  needs.  A  small  school 
like  Bedford  is  seriously  limited  in  what  it  can  offer,  due  to 
the  size  of  its  teaching  staff  and  the  necessary  consideration 
of  the  budget.  Small  high  schools  have  found  that  they  soon 
came  to  a  point  where  they  could  not  continue  to  broaden  the 
offerings  of  the  school  because  of  the  small  number  of  pupils 
and  the  high  cost  of  teaching  small  classes  and  buying  special- 
ized equipment  for  them. 

c.  Building  and  operating  costs  are  as  follows :

COOPERATIVE  DISTRICT 

3.  To  show  how  the  participating  districts  would  share 
the  costs  of  constructing  and  operating  a  cooperative  high 
school  it  is  necessary  to  study  the  legal  basis  for  the  formation 
of  such  a  district. 

a.  The  legislature  has  provided  authority  for  the  for- 
mation of  cooperative  districts  in  order  to  permit  3  or  more 
school  districts  to  provide  improved  educational  facilities  by 
means  of  pooling  their  financial  resources.  After  several  dis- 
tricts have  voted  to  form  a  cooperative  the  costs  in  the  new 
district  are  borne  proportionately. 

b.  To  encourage  the  formation  of  such  cooperative 
districts  the  state  will  pay  up  to  50%  of  the  annual  principal 
payments  each  year  against  debt  on  a  four  town  cooperative 
district.  Ordinary  school  districts  may  receive  only  30%  on 
principal  payments. 

c.  Costs  of  school  construction  are  borne  in  propor- 
tion to  the  latest  State  Equalized  Valuations  for  the  dis- 
tricts included  in  the  cooperative. 

d.  Costs  of  operation  may  be  borne  either  in  pro- 
portion to  Equalized  Valuation  only  or  may  be  based  Yz  on 
Equalized  Valuation  and  y2  on  pupil  membership.  The  choice 
of  the  method  to  be  used  is  determined  at  the  annual  school 
district  meeting  of  the  cooperative  district. 

e.  Adjacent  towns  which  might  be  interested  in  the 
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formation  of   a   cooperative   school   district  and  the   situation 
now  existing  relative  to  their  secondary  school  program  are : 

Merrimack — has  been  forced  to  borrow  close  to 
its  debt  limit.  Consequently  would  not  be  in  a  financial  posi- 
tion to  participate  in  a  cooperative  building  program  right 
away.  It  is  presenting  a  building  program  consisting  of  a 
combination  gymnasium-auditorium  and  2  additional  class- 
rooms at  its  next  School  District  meeting.  If  this  is  accepted, 
it  will  not  be  interested  in  a  cooperative  for  some  time. 

Milford-Amherst-Mt.  Vernon — Amherst  and  Mt. 
Vernon  send  their  tuition  students  to  Milford.  There  is  to  be 
an  article  in  the  School  Warrant  of  each  of  these  towns  this 
March  to  enter  into  a  5  year  contract  agreement.  In  addition, 
Milford  is  inserting  an  article  in  the  warrant  to  request  that 
a  committee  be  set  up  to  study  future  needs. 

Goffstown-Weare-Nezv  Boston  —  These  three 
towns  are  presently  discussing  the  possibility  of  forming  a 
cooperative  district.  Goffstown  is  also  considering  the  build- 
ing of  a  new  high  school  and  their  PTA  is  recommending  the 
adoption  of  either  of  these  plans. 

f .  The  following  figures  give  some  facts  pertaining  to 
costs  of  a  cooperative  program.  The  Bedford-Goffstown- 
Weare-New  Boston  districts  are  used  as  an  example.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bedford : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  my  third  annual  report  as 
your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Three  years  ago  when  I  came  to  Supervisory  Union  num- 
ber 27  as  Superintendent,  Bedford  was  watching  the  present 
Bedford  Memorial  School  being  built,  there  were  two  classes 
in  the  basement  of  Stevens  Buswell,  Donald  and  Peter  Wood- 
bury were  crowded.  In  the  short  space  of  three  years  we  have 
moved  into  a  fine  new  building,  closed  one  building  and  re- 
opened it  again,  moved  out  of  the  basement  rooms  of  Stevens- 
Buswell  to  move  back  into  one  room  again  next  year.  Such 
has  been  the  growth  of  Bedford  in  three  short  years.  During 
this  period  of  increased  enrollment  Bedford  has  more  than 
kept  pace  with  its  educational  program.  Although  the  loss  of 
four  experienced  teachers  is  a  blow  to  any  school  system,  we 
were  fortunate  in  finding  replacements  that  are  carrying  out 
the  educational  philosophy  of  your  Superintendent,  Helping 
Teacher  and  Principals  to  a  very  satisfactory  degree. 

Although  Bedford  has  in  the  past  recognized  the  problem 
of  teacher  replacement  and  has  adjusted  its  salaries  accord- 
ingly I  feel  that  this  year  extra  effort  must  be  made  to  main- 
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tain  our  teaching  staff.  This  is  reflected  in  the  Budget  and 
should  receive  serious  consideration. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  new  teachers  and  their  assign- 
ments for  1957-58. 

NEW  TEACHERS 

Mr.  Kelvin  Dalton,  B.Ed.  Plymouth  Teachers  College  1956 
to  replace  Mrs.  Frances  Chick  as  teacher  of  Arithmetic  and 
Science.  Mr.  Dalton  taught  Arithmetic  and  Science  in  the 
Holderness  Consolidated   School  in   1956-57. 

Mr.  Allan  Clark,  B.S.  University  of  New  Hampshire  1957 
to  replace  Miss  Brenda  Shortell  as  teacher  in  Grade  6. 

Miss  Norma  Lowery,  B.A.  Colby  1956  to  replace  Mrs.  Ber- 
tha Dorval,  grade  5. 

Mrs.  Violet  Wilk,  B.A.  Berea  College  1955,  as  additional 
teacher  in  Grade  3.  Mrs.  Wilk  comes  to  us  with  two  and  one 
half  years  of  elementary  experience  in  Winston  Salem,  N.  C. 

Mrs.  Brenda  Sparks,  B.Ed.  Keene  Teachers  College  1953 
as  additional  teacher  in  Grade  6. 

INSTRUCTION 

The  news  of  John  McGrath's  appointment  to  the  faculty 
of  State  University  College,  Potsdam,  New  York  was  received 
with  sincere  regret.  We  were  fortunate  in  finding  a  man  ex- 
perienced in  elementary  education  with  a  Masters  Degree  in 
both  elementary  and  secondary  education  to  replace  John  as 
Helping  Teacher.  Mr.  Paul  L.  O'Neil  former  Principal  of 
the  Amherst  Street  School  in  Nashua  has  been  serving  in  his 
new  capacity  as  Helping  Teacher  since  September  30,  1957. 
Mr.  O'Neil's  approach  to  his  new  position  has  been  most  sat- 
isfying to  your  Superintendent,  and  we  are  continuing  with 
our  plans  to  strengthen  our  educational  program  on  a  system- 
atic basis.  As  Mr.  O'Neil's  report  on  instruction  follows  I 
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shall  only  say  that  I  have  every  confidence  he  will  carry  on 
the  good  work. 

I  would  like  to  call  to  your  attention  a  proposal  we  are  mak- 
ing for  next  year  that  I  feel  will  add  materially  to  the  educa- 
tional advantages  of  children  in  grades  5-8.  We  shall  need  an 
additional  teacher  in  grades  7  and  8  to  handle  the  increased 
enrollment.  I  have  proposed  and  your  school  board  has  seen 
fit  to  accept  the  following.  The  hiring  of  two  additional  teach- 
ers for  grades  7  and  8  (departmentalized)  thus  releasing  Mr. 
Fournier  from  all  teaching  except  the  two  sections  of  eighth 
grade  Social  Studies.  This  would  free  Mr.  Fournier  to  be- 
come Supervising  Principal  of  the  Bedford  Memorial  and 
Donald  Street  schools.  This  would  allow  time  for  classroom 
supervision,  administration  of  the  two  buildings  and  at  the 
same  time  permit  the  inclusion  of  an  added  activities  program, 
remedial  classes  in  Arithmetic,  Reading,  etc.  It  should  with- 
out doubt  bring  about  the  type  of  educational  program  that  is 
needed  in  these  days  of  Sputniks,  Space  Ships,  and  ICBM's. 
This  program  would  call  for  the  following  allignment  of 
grades  in  the  four  school  buildings  for  the  coming  year.

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By  placing  Grade  5  in  the  Donald  Street  School  they  will 
be  near  enough  to  Bedford  Memorial  to  participate  in  their 
expanded  activities  program. 

SCHOOL  LUNCH 

Our  School  Lunch  program  under  Mrs.  Gladys  Smend  has 
been  excellent  as  usual  this  year.  I  want  to  express  my  ap- 
preciation to  the  directors  in  each  school  for  the  time  and  ef- 
fort they  each  must  spend  in  maintaining  a  good  wholesome 
program. 

The  new  program  of  serving  the  same  type  of  meals  in  all 
schools  has  been  a  definite  step  in  the  right  direction.  This  has 
made  it  easier  for  Mothers  to  plan  their  evening  meals. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  school 
personnel  for  their  cooperation  in  working  for  the  betterment 
of  education  in  the  Bedford  schools ;  this  includes  custodial 
staff,  as  clean,  sanitary  schools  are  an  integral  part  of  a  good 
education  system.  My  work  in  Bedford  has  been  most  pleasant 
and  worthwhile.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  the  newly  ap- 
pointed Helping  Teacher  in  the  area  of  instruction  in  Bed- 
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ford,  New  Hampshire'  having  assumed  my  duties  on  Septem- 
ber 30,  1957. 

I  am  very  happy  in  my  new  position  with  Supervisory 
Union  27  and  pledge  to  do  all  in  my  power  to  give  the  chil- 
dren— your  children — the  kind  of  education  that  both  the 
school  and  the  community  want  for  them. 

The  residents  of  Bedford,  I  know,  take  pride  in  their  schools, 
they  take  a  keen  interest  in  all  affairs  which  have  as  their  goal 
an  improved  education  for  the  children.  There  is  evident  in 
Bedford  a  warm  and  personal  relationship  between  parent  and 
teacher;  pupil  and  teacher,  teacher  and  teacher,  without  this 
mutual  friendship  and  sincere  interest  and  understanding  the 
whole  educational  structure  wrould  be  in  jeopardy. 

Through  the  efforts  of  my  predecessor,  Mr.  McGrath,  the 
valuable  advice  of  the  Bedford  teachers,  a  science  series  of 
fresh  and  up-to-the  minute  texts  were  adopted  and  could  not 
have  come  at  a  more  opportune  moment,  I  might  add.  There 
is  need  however  of  much  supplemental  material  and  books 
(with  recent  copyright  dates)  to  provide  the  many  exception- 
al readers  with  the  chance  to  explore  further  their  interests 
in  astronomy,  interplanetary  space  travel,  man-made  satellites 
and  moons.  No  longer  are  we  able  to  overlook  the  true  value 
of  Buck  Rogers  and  his  make-believe  world.  We  should  con- 
cert our  efforts  toward  provision  of  an  adequately  stocked 
school  library.  Eventually,  and  ideally,  we  will  aim  for  class- 
room libraries,  and  thereby  make  supplemental  reading  on  a 
high  interest  level  an  integral  part  of  the  curriculum.  Our 
Country,  as  trite  as  this  statement  may  appear,  is  anxious  to 
have  the  schools  produce  a  healthy  supply  of  trained  scien- 
tists, mathematicians,  and  engineers.  True,  the  spotlight  has 
fallen  upon  this  demand  currently,  however,  we  must  beware 
of  a  -pitfall  here  and  that  is  to  de-emphasize  other  equally 
important  subject  matter  areas.  Are  we  not  in  agreement 
that  citizenship  is  an  objective — a  very  necessary  one  indeed — 
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for  our  schools.  The  erstwhile  teachers  of  Bedford  have  done 
their  job  well  in  this  regard.  Several  directed  activities  geared 
to  citizenship  training  constantly  appear  in  their  daily  lesson 
plans. 

The  Arithmetic  program  in  the  Bedford  Schools  is  spear- 
headed by  a  sound  basic  series  of  textbooks  which  have  set 
new  standards  of  format  and  illustrations,  thoroughness  of 
presentation,  continuity  from  grade  to  grade,  and  simplicity  of 
language.  An  adequate  teacher's  guide  assures  correct  em- 
phasis on  problem  solving,  sufficient  review  and  re-teaching, 
provides  meaningful  procedures  to  drill  work.  The  textbook 
publishers  even  provides  the  teachers  with  the  professional 
services  of  a  consultant  who  visits  the  supervisory  union  an- 
nually. Parents  can  help  their  children  realize  the  importance 
of  arithmetic  not  by  doing  the  homework  but  by  pointing  out 
the  everyday  demands  we  make  on  arithmetic  when  we  bake 
a  cake,  build  a  dog  house,  or  buy  the  groceries. 

In  the  area  of  language  arts  we  need  to,  first  of  all,  keep 
in  mind  its  vastness  and  scope.  It  is  certainly  a  homogenized 
content  area.  Consider,  if  you  will,  its  inclusions,  reading — 
(with  ramifications)  writing,  composition,  (oral  and  written) 
poetry,  vocabulary,  spelling,  dictionary  usage,  phonics,  choral 
speaking,  literature,  and  dramatics.  Certainly  this  appears  to 
be  a  bulky,  over  weighted  content  area  but  your  teachers  are 
providing  rich  experiences,  daily  in  many  of  the  above  sub- 
jects. To  help  teachers  with  this  burdensome  but  necessary 
task  I  have  made  them  a  guide  to  written  language  techniques. 
This  bulletin  and  several  bulletins  to  follow  will  help  teachers 
recognize  apparent  weak  spots  and  will  serve  as  a  ready-ref- 
erence for  suggested  classroom  techniques. 

Spelling  is  not  what  it  should  be  in  our  classrooms.  This  is 
not  Bedford's  problem  solely — it  is  nationwide.  The  teachers 
face  this  problem  daily.  Parents  can  help  us  in  this  task  by 
proving  to  the  children  its  importance  in  this  highly  compete- 
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tive  society.  Who  gets  the  job  after  high  school?  Not  Sally 
who  has  misspelled  eleven  words  on  her  applications,  cer- 
tainly. 

Our  phonics  program  in  the  primary  grades  serves  as  a  means 
toward  an  end  here.  Grade  level  meetings  are  planned  for  fre- 
quently during  the  year  to  help  interpret  the  objectives  and 
bolster  the  approach  to  the  phonics  program  making  it  a  con- 
tinuous situation  as  the  child  progresses. 

Physical  education  in  Bedford  schools  would  be  improved 
considerably  if  the  services  of  a  supervisor  of  director  trained 
for  the  work  were  available  to  the  many  classrooms.  At  the 
Bedford  Memorial  School  however,  with  the  all-purpose  room, 
such  a  program  is  well  established  and  functioning  smoothly. 
Pupil  interest  is  high  and  the  varied  program  is  a  credit  to 
Bedford. 

Reading  in  the  schools  of  Bedford  is  progressing  satisfac- 
torily. The  teachers  and  pupils  have  been  adequately  provided 
for  in  the  area  of  textbooks,  workbooks,  guidebooks,  and 
manuals.  This  is,  as  it  should  be,  for  we  are  sincere  in  our 
desire  to  observe  steady  progress  and  growth  within  this  area. 
We,  as  parents,  must  understand  that  no  two  children  are 
alike,  nor  is  their  rate  of  learning.  Adequate  provision  for  in- 
dividual differences  is  constantly  in  the  mind  of  the  teacher 
when  daily  lesson  plans  are  prepared.  Reading  is  a  basic  tool 
for  developing  mature  understandings  and  if  the  child  can 
read  the  books  in  the  various  subject  areas  he  will  absorb  the 
concepts  covered  in  each  field.  However  the  child  must  move 
along  at  his  own  rate  of  speed.  Parental  understanding  of 
this  foregoing  statement  will  reap  a  great  harvest. 

My  report  will  include  brief  statements  from  the  principals 
of  the  Bedford  Schools,  for  a  Helping  Teacher's  report  would 
be  completely  amiss  if  this  valuable  commentary  were  omitted. 
These  reports  follow : 

"This  year  is  bringing  about  a  great  deal  of  thought. 
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The  recent  satellite  launchings  of  Russia  and  America  has 
brought  forth  to  the  American  public  the  great  need  for  sci- 
entist and  engineers  in  this  country.  This  in  turn  has  resulted 
in  a  great  deal  of  criticism,  constructive  and  otherwise,  being 
directed  to  the  public  school  systems  in  this  country.  Most  of 
the  published  criticism  seems  to  be  directed  towards  the  aims 
or  ends  and  the  curriculi  of  the  various  school  systems. 

It  is  not  our  aim  to  compare  the  curriculum  of  this  school 
with  that  of  other  systems  of  America.  Nevertheless,  we  think 
that  the  citizens  of  Bedford  are  interested  in  what  is  being 
done  here  and  would  be  interested  in  the  philosophy  under- 
lying the  curriculum  and  methods  of  the  Bedford  Memorial 
School. 

The  Memorial  School  is  fundamentally  concerned  with  the 
teaching  of  certain  skills.  Amongst  these  skills  we  will  find  read- 
ing, writing  and  arithmetic.  Our  English  program  is  also  con- 
cerned with  oral  speech,  grammar,  spelling,  etc.  This  is  the 
core  of  our  curriculum  at  all  grade  levels.  We  are  also  con- 
cerned with  the  subject  matter  areas  such  as  science  and  so- 
cial studies  but  the  emphasis  in  these  areas  really  begins  in 
the  7th  and  8th  grade.  Science  is  taught  at  all  grade  levels  at 
Bedford  Memorial  School  but  the  children  in  the  Junior  High 
have  a  daily  class  in  science  and  social  studies.  We  have  ex- 
tended the  Scotts  Foreman  basal  reading  system  through  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  this  year  and  have  instituted  a  de- 
velopmental reading  program  in  the  Junior  High.  This  has 
been  possible  through  the  use  of  homogeneous  grouping  in  the 
Junior  High.  Homogeneous  grouping  or  the  grouping  of  a 
grade  into  two  classrooms  or  more  on  the  prinary  basis  of 
learning  achievement  has  been  criticized  to  a  great  extent  by 
a  number  of  people  in  America  in  the  past.  This  grouping 
(which  is  used  only  in  the  Junior  High)  seems  to  have  been 
beneficial  to  our  children.  We  have  been  able  to  give  more 
advanced  work  to  the  fast  learners  and  have  emphasized  the 
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areas  (such  as  reading)  with  those  who  were  having  difficul- 
ty doing  this.  This  will  mean  that  next  years  seventh  grade 
will  be  separated  into  different  groups  than  what  is  now  the 
two  sixth  grades.  A,  good  indication  of  the  outcome  of  this 
grouping  is  the  achievement  of  the  graduating  classes  during 
the  past  two  years.  Figures  at  West  High  School  indicate 
that  approximately  ten  to  twenty  percent  of  the  Bedford 
graduates  made  the  honor  roll  prior  the  institution  of  the 
Junior  High  and  homogenous  grouping.  The  percentage  has 
risen  in  the  past  two  years  so  that  41%  of  the  Bedford  stu- 
dent in  grades  9  and  10  made  the  Honor  Roll  in  the  last  mark- 
ing quarter  of  this  year.  There  are  of  course  many  other  fac- 
tors involved  in  this  wonderful  achievement  but  we  feel  that 
homogeneous  grouping  which  gives  a  chance  to  the  children 
with  greater  learning  ability  to  learn  at  a  faster  rate  and  the 
slower  learner  to  study  at  a  rate  commensurate  with  their 
ability  is  a  very  important  factor."

STEVENS-BUSWELL  SCHOOL 

"The  pre-reading  and  readiness  program  in  grade  I  was 
strengthened  this  year  with  the  addition  of  "We  Read  Pic- 
tures" and  "We  Read  More  Pictures." 
We  used  the  Metropolitan  Readiness  Test  for  all  children 
entering  grade  I.  This  is  a  help  in  placing  the  pupil  in  the 
group  which  will  give  him  or  her  the  most  help. 
"Reading  With  Phonics"  and  "Building  Word  Power"  are 
used  as  a  separate  phonics  help  program  in  grades  1  and  2. 
The  reading,  arithmetic,  spelling,  writing,  music,  and  art 
programs  are  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  teachers  have  worked  hard  to  accomplish  the  planned 
program  of  studies  in  each  grade.  I  appreciate  the  help  and 
cooperation  they  have  given  me."

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PETER  P.  WOODBURY  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL: 

"This  year  at  Peter  Woodbury  School  we  have  three  classes, 
two  fourth  grades  and  one  fifth  grade.  The  work  program 
follows  that  of  the  State  Program  of  Studies,  as  outlined 
for  each  of  these  grades,  and  under  the  direction  and  super- 
vision of  our  Helping  Teacher,  Mr.  Paul  L.  O'Neil,  and 
Superintendent  Mr.  Louis  L.  Ramsay. 

The  reading  instruction  follows  the  Scott-Foresman  Basal 
Reading  System.  This  program  combined  with  the  untiring 
efforts  of  the  teachers  is  very  definitely  giving  good  results. 
The  use  of  supplementary  readers  and  grade  level  books 
from  the  State  Library  have  added  to  the  pupils'  enjoyment 
as  well  as  to  their  training. 

Silver-Burdett's  Making  S  re  of  Arithmetic  is  basic  in  arith- 
metic. This  program  is  providing  a  good  arithmetical  back- 
ground in  the  field  of  arithmetic. 

McKee-McCowan  Language  Arts  Series  is  used  with  good 
results  in  language,  oral  and  written. 

Our  Exploring  Science  published  by  Allyn  and  Bacon  con- 
tinues to  be  very  popular  with  both  the  pupils  and  the  teach- 
ers. 

Follett's  Social  Studies  Series  continues  to  hold  the  interest 
of  all  and  to  provide  the  instruction  necessary  for  this  grade 
level. 

Mr.  Harold  Matava,  Miss  Teresa  Grace,  and  Mrs.  Norma 
Osgood  have  all  been  most  helpful  in  carrying  on  the  work 
in  penmanship,  music,  and  art  respectively. 
The  California  Testing  Program  has  been  used  to  indicate 
the  individual  achievement  of  the  pupils. 
May  I  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Mr.  Ramsay, 
Mr.  O'Neil,  my  teachers  and  supervisors,  for  their  cooper- 
ation, interest,  and  helpfulness  in  all  our  work.

REPORT  OF  ART  SUPERVISOR 

I  would  like  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  Art  Supervisor 
in  the  town  of  Bedford.  As  in  previous  years,  the  program 
includes  art  instruction  in  all  schools. 

The  four  elementary  schools  in  Bedford  are  visited  on  al- 
ternate weeks — two  schools  each  Friday.  The  classroom 
teacher  provides  lessons  along  similar  lines  during  the  off 
weeks.  Supplies  in  these  schools  have  improved  somewhat 
this  year,  but  they  are  not  evenly  distributed  throughout  the 
schools  and  the  variety  is  very  limited.  We  hope  to  be  able 
to  round  off  the  basic  supplies  and  include  some  new  ma- 
terials in  the  coming  year.

MUSIC 

During  this  period  of  intense  scrutiny  of  our  curriculum  and 
high  praise  of  Russian  utilitarian  education,  it  behooves  us 
to  look  closely  at  such  school  subjects  as  music.  Since  the 
basic  philosophy  of  our  wav  of  life  is  the  importance  and 
well-being  of  the  individual  as  contrasted  to  the  non-entity 
of  the  totalitarian  state,  there  can  be  no  comparison.  We 
believe  that  music  is  a  beneficial  agent  for  making  life  more 
satisfying  and  can  be  of  importance  in  developing  the  child's 
attitudes  and  emotions. 
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Believing  that  true  appreciation  can  be  best  attained  through 
active  participation,  we  have  endeavored  to  give  every  child 
a  place  in  the  music  program. 

Developing  the  child's  voice  so  that  he  sings  correctly  is  the 
major  problem  in  the  primary  grades.  It  is  very  gratifying 
to  note  that  our  percentage  of  poor  singers  is  decreasing. 
Believing  also  that  accomplishment  is  an  important  factor 
in  determining  and  developing  interest  we  start  music  read- 
ing in  the  second  grade  and  continue  through  the  fifth 
grade. 

Due  to  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  grade  teachers  our 
intermediate  grades  are  singing  and  enjoying  two  part  har- 
mony. 

Starting  with  simple  folk  dances  in  the  primary  grades,  we 
progress  to  square-dancing,  not  for  entertainment,  but  as  a 
means  of  developing  the  child's  quick  thinking  and  control. 
We  are  very  grateful  to  the  parents  for  their  interest  and 
cooperation  in  our  various  programs,  since  we  believe  the 
child's  poise  and  social  development  benefits  from  these 
programs. 

We  have  successfully  launched  an  instrumental  program 
with  Mr.  Philip  Bograd,  from  Newton  as  instructor.  We 
have  42  students  studying  trumpet,  clarinet,  flute,  drums, 
trombone  and  alto  horn.  The  band,  which  will  give  its  first 
performance  this  spring  has  been  organized  by  Mr.  Bograd. 
In  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  we  have  started  a  chorus 
which  has  been  working  on  three  part  music.  The  students 
not  in  the  chorus  have  been  taking  an  appreciation  course.

Once  again  I  am  pleased  to  report  on  the  operation  of  the 
handwriting  program  for  the  past  year. 

Your  teachers  have  continued  to  give  us  the  splendid  coop- 
eration which  has  become  traditional  in  your  schools  and  for 
the  many  courtesies  extended  to  me  and  my  personnel  I  am 
most  grateful. 

Our  records  show  at  the  conclusion  of  June  1957  that  93% 
of  the  papers  scored  were  Excellent  or  Good.  It  is  reasonable 
to  conclude,  therefore,  that  93%  of  the  papers  were  eminently 
satisfactory.  Only  7%  of  the  papers  were  rated  Fair  or  Un- 
satisfactory. 

During  the  past  school  year  we  graded  and  diagnosed  ap- 
proximately 9,000  samples  of  handwriting  for  your  pupils. 
A  formal  test  was  administered  at  4  teaching-week  intervals 
and  a  report  was  furnished  each  teacher  in  writing  giving  a 
careful  diagnosis  of  the  handwriting  of  each  pupil  in  the 
room.  We  supplied  the  following  instructional  and  motiva- 
tional materials  to  your  pupils  and  teachers :  teacher  outlines 
and  folders,  pupil  folders,  motivation  graphs,  individual  cer- 
tificates to  pupils  who  qualified,  diagnostic  charts,  handed- 
ness tests,  envelopes,  seals,  etc. 

Our  primary  objective  is  to  teach  your  students  to  read  and 
write  both   cursive  handwriting  and  hand   lettering  in   order 
that  they  may  have  these  two  tools  as  efficient  aids  in  school, 
business,  and  social  correspondence.  At  each  grade  level  we 
attempt  to  achieve  the  standard  norm  in  speed  and  never  lose 
sight  of  the  fact  that  the  concomitants  of  neatness,  accuracy, 
and  attention  to  detail  in  doing  work  are  desirable  character- 
istics that  need  to  be  developed  along  with  technical  skill.
